New York, March 31.—A dispatch 
from San Francisco stating that Theo- 
dore Havemeyer has made an. agree- 
ment with Claus Spreckels, dividing 
the territory and ending competition 
caused a sharp advance in the prices 
of sugar stock. Officials of the frust, 
however, deny the statement. Neither 
H. Havemever nor Theodore Have- 
meyer have been on the Pacific Coast 
recently. H. O. Havemeyer says: 
**There is not one word of truth in it. 
There never has been a war with 
Claus Spreckels. There has been no 
compact made and no division of ter- 
ritory. If anything has been done it 
is a privaty matter with Havemeyer 
and Elder, and has nothing to do with 
the American-Company. If there are 
any negotiations on foot it is a private 
matter with Havemeyer and Elder.”’ 
Theodore Havemeyer and Treasurer 
Searls also denied that any deal has 
been made,and said that if a deal had 
been made it was with Havemeyer 
and the Elder Oompany and not with 
the trust. 

San Francisco, March 31.—In re- 
gard to the statement that the Spreck- 
els and Havemeyer interests had been 
consolidated, A. B. Spreckles this 
morning confirmed the rumor of an 
agreement, but the terms, he said, 
were personal and confidential. It is 
reported that the reasons for a combi- 
nation are that the Hawaiian sugar 
raisers have crowded every pound of 
raw material into this market that 
they could get transported before the 
tariff drops, and as both the trust and 
Spreckels were under contract to buy, 
they were forced to take it all, no mat- 
ter how fast it arrived. They are, it 
is stated, consequently overstocked 
with high-priced goods and have com- 
bined to keep up the prices until the 
stock is worked off.

massacre of Ghoorkas at Manipur, in 
the-province of Assam, where about 
470 of these native soldiers were slain 
by the hostile tribes of men of Assam 
after two days of desperate fighting. 
The fate of the British officers in com- 
mand of the Ghoorkas and of Chief 
Commissioner James W. Quinton, 
who was conducting negotiations at 
Durbar -for the arrest of a prominent 
chief who had been instrumental in 
deposing Rajah of Manipur, is still 
uncertain, but the Viceroy of India, 
Marquis of Lansdowne, believed that 
all officers and officials have either 
met their death or that they are held 
as prievoners. 

In addition to the disaster at Man- 
ipur, itis believed a force of British 
troops, composed of a- detachment of 
two hundred soldiers of the Bengal 
Infantry and about eighty Ghoorkas, 


‘who were marching from Shillung to 


Manipur in order to re-inforce the 
forty-second and forty-fourth Ghoorka 
light infantry, which composed the 
escort of Chief Commissioner Quinton, 
have also been attacked and have 
shared the fate of their comrades at 
Manipur. The Bengal infantry de- 
tachment and vighty Ghoorkas, it ap- 
pears, were setupon by the the As- 
samese as the native troops referred 
to were passing through a difficult 
and dangerous pass, and though they 
fought gallantly against heavy odds, 
the rebel tribesmen, from advanta- 
geous positions which they occupied 
on the sides of the pass and ahead 
and behind the British force, poured 
such a destructive fire into the ranks 
of the Bengalise and Ghoorkas that 
the latter are said to have been killed 
toa man. The Viceroy is hurrying 
troops into the Province of Assam in 
order to punish the hostiles. ‘Troops 
are also being sent into states located 
in proximity to Assam in order to pre- 
vent any possible disorder or war- 
like outbreak, which it is thought 
might follow the spreading of the 
news of the massacre of the British 
troops at Manipur. 


Americans Heid in Rome.

Wasnineton, March 31.—It is re- 
ported that eighteen American citizens 
have been seized and imprisoned in 
Rome, to be held as hostages. Secre- 
tary Blaine has been seen by an As- 
sociated Press reporter but absolutely 
refuses to say one word.

The Italian Minister has leit the 
Marquis Imperiali, and the situation 
is so new and so serious that no offi- 
cial comments can be obtained at this 
hour from any source. There must 
be time for the Administration to 
think, and barring the two hours’ 
Cabinet session of to-day, it has as yet 
had little or no oportunity to digest 
the facts in a calm manner. 

Secretary Blaine, it is stated, will 
make an official announcement of 
Baron Fava’s recall to-morrow, which 
may possibly contain the views of this 
Government, but in the meantime the 
Baron’s pleasant personal relations 
with the State Department and this 
country will have been severed. It is 
doubtful whether, in view of the ex- 
traordinary circumstances of the recall 
there will be the formalities at the 
White House usual upon such occa- 
sions as the departure of a Minister. 

Indéed, when this affair is looked 
at from a distance of time, it will ap- 
pear to have been very much hurried. 
The letter from Governor Nicholls. to 
to Secretary Blaine caused the trou- 
ble. It was rec:ived here several days 
ago, and acopy was sent at once to 
Baron Fava.\ This, of course, gave it 
the appearance of being the ultimatum 
of this government, and it appears 
that the Baron accepted it as such and 
cabled it in that character -to his 
government. Baron Fava has worked 
for his home interccts to a degree of 
appearing over-zealous at this end of 
the line, but to-day’s developments 
would indicate that there could not 
have been too much zeal on his part 
to suit his government, which appears 
to have made the matter an issue of 
the highest importance. 

Those commenting on the surpris- 
ing events of the day agree that to 
break away from this government is 
not merely an act of discourtesy, but 
open hostility. To have done it pend- 
ing an investigation and the progress 
of the law in New Orleans is sigaifi- 
cant, it is said, of an utter disregard

The Gazetre continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given in full: 

CHAP. LA. 


An Act supplementary toan Act 
entitled ‘‘An Act to provide revenue 
for the sup of the government of 
the State of Nevada,”’ approved March 
9, 1865, and the Acts amendatory 
thereof and supplementary thereto. 


Secrion 1. The State Board of As- 
sessors and Equalization is hereby 
created, which shall be known as the 
State Board of Assessors and Equali- 
zation of the State of Nevada. 

Sec. 2. Said Board shall consist of 
the Governor, State Controller, Secre- 
tary of Siate, Attorney-General and 
State Treasurer, of which the Gover- 
nor shall be Chairman and the Gover- 
nor’s Private Secretary shall be Clerk. 
A majority of the Board shall consti- 
tute aquorum for the transaction of 
business. 

Sec.3. The Board shall meet at 
the State Capitol on the second Mon- 
day of each month, and remain in 
eession until all business that ma 
properly come before it is disposed of. 


| ft shall also hold such special meet- 


ings as the Chairman may direct. 

Sec. 4. The powers and duties of 
tl’e Board shall be as follows: | 

1. To prescribe rulcs for its own 
government and for the transaction 
of its business. | 

2. To prescribe rules and regula- 
tions, not in conflict with the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State, to gov- 
ern county Boards when equalizing, 
and Assessors when assessing’ 

3. To make-out, prepare and en- 
force the useof forms in relation to 
the assessment of property. 

4. Toannually assess all railroads 
and the rolling stock of all railroads 
in this State at their actual cash value, 
and to apportion such assessments to 
the counties in which such railroads 
are located in proportion to the num- 
ber of miles of main treck laid in such 
counties ; ovided, that to each 
county shall be apportioned the total 
assessment of side track laid therein. 

5. Totransmitto the Auditor of 
each county its apportionment of the 
assessments made by said Board upon 
railroads, rolling stock and _ side 
tracks. 

6. To meet at the State Capitol on 
the fourth Monday in September, and 


|remain in session from day to day 


(Sundays excepted) until the third 
Monday in October, and at such ses- 
sion to equalize the valuation of the 
taxable property of the several coun- 
ties in the State for the purpese of tax- 
ation, and to that end to increase or 
lower the entire assessment roll, or 
any class of property or individual 
assessment contained therein, so as 
to make the assessment conform to 
the actual cash value of the property 
assessed ; provided, that notice suffi- 
cient to atford a hearing shall be given 
the Clerk of the Board of County Com- 
missioners where the whole assessed 
valuation of the countv, or any class 
of property therein, is sought to be 
increased, and to the party interested 
for increase of individual assessment. 

7. . To avail itself of such means and 
to pursue such channels of informa- 
tion as it may deem necessary, in 
order to ascertain the correct valjua- 
tion of‘all the property in the State, 
both real and personal, and in this 
behalf, in addition to other means 
employed by it, may call before it, or 
any member of it, or its agenta duly 
appointed, any officers of a county, 
and require them to produce any pub- 
lic records in their custody. 

8. To issue subpoenas for the at- 
tendance of witnesses, or the produc- 
tion of books and papers before the 
Board or any member thereof, which 
ve mg must be signed by a member 
of the Buard, and may be served by 
any person. 

9, To prescribe and enforce the da- 
ties of its Clerk. 

10. Toreport tothe Legislature bi- 
ennially a statement showiny for each 
year. 

First—The acreage assessed of each 
county in the State. 

Second—The amount assessed per 


acre. 

Third—The aggregate value of all 
town and city lots. 

Fourth—The aggregate value of all 
real estate in the State. 

Fifth—The kinds of personal prop- 
erty ineach countv and the value of 
each kind. 

Sixth—The aggregate value of all 
personal property in the State. 

Seventh—Any information relative 
to the assessment of property and the 
collection of revenue. — 

Eighth—Such farther suggestions 
as it shall deem proper. 

It. To keep a record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 

Sec.5. When the equalization among 
the several counties is completed, the 
Clerk of the Board shall-transmit to 
each County Auditorea statement of 
the changes made thy the Board in the 
assessment roll of the county, or in 
any assessment contained therein, 
and of the percentum, to be added to 
or deducted from the valuation of such 
assessment roll, which shall be prima 
facie evidence of the regularity of all 
the proceedings of the Board resulting 
in the action which is made the sub- 
ject matter of the statement. 

Sec. 6. The Clerk or any mem- 
ber of the Board may administer or 
certify oaths. . 

Sec. 7. Members of the Board 
shall be entitled to their actual travel- 
ing expenses and for contingent cleri- 
cal assistance while traveling, incurred 
by them in the discharge of their du- 
ties, the amount to be audited and al- 
luwed by the Board of Examiners, 
and paid out of the State Treasury in 
like manner as other claims against 
the State are allowed and paid. The 
Board shall hold its meetings in the 
office of the Secretary of State, in 
which shall be transacted all its 
iness, except such asin its nature 
must be transacted elsewhere. The 
Secretary of State shall issue to the 
Board such supplies of stationery as 

a) and the Superintend- 
en Printing shall execute its 
orders for

3 The cost of operating the entire 
road, exclusive of sinking fund, ex- 
penses of land department and money 
paid to the United States, 

4. Net income for such year, and 
amount of dividend declared.

Funded debt. 

3. Number of shares authorized. 

9. Number of shares of stuck issued. 

10.. Any other facts the State \ Board 
of Assessors and Equalization may re- 
quire. 

11. A description of the road, giving 
the point of entrance into and the 
point of exit from each county, with 
the statement of the number of miles 
in each county. 

Sec. 9. When a description shall 
once have been given no otber annual 
description will be necessary unless 
the road shall have been changed. 
Whenever the road or any portion of 
the road is advertised to be sold, or is 
sold for taxes, either State or county, 


no other description shall be necessary- 


than that given by, and the same shall 
be conclusive upon, the corporation, 
person or association giving the de- 
scription. No assessment shall be in- 
valid on account of a misdescription 
of the railroad, or the right of way for 
the same. If such statement is not 
furnished, as in the preceding section 
provided, the assessment made by tne 
State Board of Assessors and Equaliza- 
tion upon the property of the corpora- 
tion, person or association, shall be 
conclusive and final. 

Sec. 10. The State Board, as a 
Board of Assessors, shall meet at the 
State Capitol on thesecond Monday in 
September of each year, and continue 
in open session from day to day (Sun- 
days excepted) until the fourth Mon- 
day in September. At such meeting 
the Board snall assess al! railroads, 
and the rolling stock and side track of 
all. railroads operated in the State. 
Assessments shall be made to the cor- 
poration, person or assoviation of per- 
sons owning the same, and shal! be 
made upon the entire railroad within 
the State, which shall include the 
right of way, bridges, culverts, tun- 
nels, cuts, fills, embankments, and 
the land owned by the right of way, 
as well as the track of such railroad, 
including the rails, couplings, spikes, 
ties, etc. The depots, stations, shops, 
and buildings erected upon the space 
covered by the right of way, and all 
other property owned by such person, 
corporation or association of persons, 
shall be assessed by the Assessor of 
the county wherein they are situated. 
Within two weeks after the fourth 
Monday in September, the Board shall 
apportion the total assessment of each 
railroad and the rolling stock of each 
railroad, to the county or counties in 
which such railroad is located, in pro- 
portion to the number of miles of its 
main track laid in such county or 
counties, and shall apportion to each 
county the total assessment upon side 
track laid in snch county. . The Board 
shall also, within said time, tranemit 
by mail to the County Anditor of each 
county to which -such apportionment 
shall have been made, a statement 
showing the length of the main track 
of such railroad within the county, 
with a description of said track as 
given by the owner or owners, as pro- 
vided in section eight of this. Act, or a 
description sufficient for identification ; 
the assessed value per mile of the 
same as fixed by pro rata distribution 
per mile of the assessed value of the 
whole railroad and the rolliug stock of 
such railroad within the State, and the 
amount apportioned to the county ; 
the number of miles of side track of 
such railroad within the county and 
its assessed value, and the valuation 
so fixed shall be taxable for town, city 
and district purposes, at the same 
rates and by the same officers, as the 
property of individuals within such 
city, town or district.

WHEN A KNOT !IS NOT A KNOT. 


Something About the Use of the Mueh- 
Abused Word. 

To the average landlubber, and ‘in 

fact to many seamen, the knot is the 

same thing as the geographical, nauti- 


| cal, or sea mile, and that is used solely 


to prevent confusion with the statute 
land mile. This use of the word, how- 
is improper, and the authorities 
in naval and marine matters abroad 


and usage of the salt-flavored unit. 

The knot, they announce, is simply a 
init for measuring speed at sea, and 
has nothing to do with distance, which 
is measured by the nautical mile of a 
little over 6,080 feet, says the, New 
York Times. Their exact definition of 
a knot is * 
an hour,” so that one knot is a speed. of 
a little more than 101 feet a minute. 
Therefore, on a log line with a half-- 
minute glass or time interyv 
tance between the knot should be near- 
ly fifty-one feet. The word is derived 


from the knots on the log line, and the | 
number of knots which pass. over a.
